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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . In response to the communication dated Marcli 07, 2002 through January 21 , 
2003, claims 1-25 are active in this application.

Claim Objections 

6. Claims 2-21 are objected to because of the following informalities: the phrase 
"An antenna" should be changed to -The antenna-. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 103 

7. Claims 1-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Saunders et al. (WO 99/41803) in view of Olesen et al. (U.S. Patent No. 4,554,554). 

Saunders et al. teaches every feature of the claimed invention except for at least 
one filament group having a predetermined plurality of the filaments coupled together in 
a fixed phase relationship. 

Olesen et al. teaches in figure 1 at least one filament group [12a-d] having a 
predetermined plurality of the filaments coupled together in a fixed phase relationship. 
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It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to substitute the at least one filament group as shown in Saunders 
et al. by using the at least one filament group having a predetermined plurality of the 
filaments coupled together in a fixed phase relationship as taught by Olesen et al. in 
order to the antenna is tuned by varying the length of the arms (See col. 2, lines 19-20).
